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Jobs blow 
as changes

WELSHPOOL suffered a 
double jobs blow this week 
with Cobra UK announcing 
they were moving produc¬ 
tion from the town to Wrex¬ 
ham and Shimizu Industry 
UK Ltd shedding 20 jobs. 

Vehicle parts producers 
Cobra UK are expanding to 
Wrexham after landing a 
£12 million contract with 
Vauxhall Motors and are 
offering relocation for all 
staff. 

“All of the 49 staff have 
been offered positions at the 
new Wrexham site and 
around 50 per cent of our 
employees already travel to 
Welshpool from Wrexham 
anyway,” said Managing 
Director Gary Seale. 

Closer 

“We needed bigger prem¬ 
ises to meet our expansion 
needs but they are not avail¬ 
able in Welshpool. The move 
also puts us closer to Gen¬ 
eral Motors and Bentley, our 
biggest customers.” 

The factory on the 
Buttington Cross Enter¬ 
prise Park will close at the 
end of April. 

Shimizu Industry UK will 
shed up to 20 jobs following 
the loss of 30 this time last 
year. Employees were 
informed on Friday of the 
job losses. The firm employs 
over 170 people and has an 
annual turnover of £17 mil¬ 
lion. 

“Due to the continuing 
difficult trading situation 
SI-UK needs to reorganise 
its company structure. This 
may result in a small num¬ 
ber of permanent staff being 
made redundant,” said a 
statement.”

VICTIM WELCOMES 
SEX CASE DECISION 


THE WOMAN at the centre of the Oswestry GP sex case 
today welcomed the decision to strike him off. 

Shamed family GP Simon Robinson, 44, has been struck off the med¬ 
ical register for having a 16-month relationship with mother-of-four Jill 
Tudor, a patient at the surgery where he worked. 


The married father of two had sexual encounters with Miss Tudor, 50, in his consulting 
room at the town’s Cae Glas surgery and at her home. He was finally brought to justice 
after she taped some of the encounters on her mobile phone. 

Robinson was told by the General Medical Council he had ‘exploited’ Miss Tudor for his 
own‘sexual gratification’and shown a‘reck- h l... DrAa 7 a 

less disregard’ for the principles of good H VaranaiTI Dr6cZc 

medical practice. 


A GMC disciplinary panel struck him off 
and ruled the GP’s fitness to practice was 
impaired as a result of the encounters which 
happened between July 2009 and November 
2010. 

Speaking after the verdict Miss Tudor 
said: “This is the right outcome. People like 
him are in a position of power and think they 
can get away with exploiting others, but my 
case proves they can be found out. Other 
women need to know that GPs aren’t always 
the wonderful, trusting people that we think 
they are.” 

Professor Denis McDevitt, chairman of 
the disciplinary panel, said: “The panel does 
not consider you to have demonstrated sig¬ 
nificant remorse or insight into your behav¬ 
iour.” 

Although Miss Tudor waived her right to 
anonymity, the GMC referred to her only as 
Patient A during the hearing and said Robin¬ 
son’s denial of her allegation throughout 
meant she had to give evidence and to have 
the recordings of their encounters played at 
the public hearing. 

“Although full sexual intercourse did not 
take place, the panel regards the sexual acts 
which did take place between you and 


Patient A as having the same gravity as full 
sexual intercourse,” he said. 

“Whilst it recognises that Patient A was 
not in the most vulnerable category of 
patients, it has previously determined that 
Patient A was a vulnerable patient and has 
given reasons for that conclusion. 

“Your interest in the relationship seems 
to have been essentially sexual gratification 
and the panel is of the view that the rela¬ 
tionship was unequal and exploitative. 

“The panel is very concerned about the 
element of dishonesty in this case. 

“You dishonestly misused professional 
appointments to pursue your relationship 
with Patient A, resulting in false medical 
records. 

“The panel has also taken into account 
your denial of the allegation and the fact 
that you gave evidence on oath at this hear¬ 
ing which it has rejected.” 

Robinson maintained throughout the 
hearing that he did not have sexual rela¬ 
tions with the woman and claimed that the 
mobile phone recordings had been fabri¬ 
cated.

A General Medical Council disciplinary panel on Monday 
ruled Dr Robinson, 44, was guilty of having an affair with 
Miss Tudor between July 2009 and November 2010. 

The panel found Robinson, 44, guilty of serious miscon- 


Affair was 
too much 
for patient 

THE MOTHER-of-four at 
the centre of a 16-month 
affair with an Oswestry doc¬ 
tor has waived her 
anonymity claiming the 
relationship nearly 

destroyed her. 

Jill Tudor, 50, said: “I’m 
glad that he’s been exposed 
as the manipulative liar that 
he is. It nearly destroyed me 
and made me feel I couldn’t 
trust men or doctors any 
more.” 

Dr Simon Robinson, 44, 
was found guilty by a Gen¬ 
eral Medical Council disci¬ 
plinary panel of having a 
16-month affair with the 
patient. 

Miss Tudor said she 
became a patient of Dr 
Robinson’s at Cae Glas Sur¬ 
gery, which has since 
changed its name and moved 
to be part of the Oswestry 
Health Centre in Thomas 
Savin Road, after moving to 
the town in 1999. 

She confided in him about 
the break-up of her fifth 
marriage. 

Miss Tudor said she had 
struggled with alcoholism 
and depression. 


duct. Miss Tudor, 50, said 
the GP ‘groomed’ her for sex 
sessions. “I feel he was 
grooming me for his own 
sexual satisfaction,” she 
said. 

“At first it made me feel 
special, but I eventually 
realised he was taking 
advantage of me.” 

Miss Tudor, who was 
known as Patient A during 
the hearing, was Robinson’s 
patient at the Cae Glas Sur¬ 
gery in Oswestry. 

Encounters 

The pair began having 
sexual encounters but 
always stopped short of full 
intercourse. 

Miss Tudor said that after 
she told her two grown-up 
sons what was happening, 
she realised it was wrong. 
She today said: “I’d begun to 
feel cheap and nasty. He was 
using me.” 

GMC panel chairman Pro¬ 
fessor Denis McDevitt told 
Robinson: “Your sexual rela¬ 
tionship with Patient A is a 
serious departure from the 
standards expected of a reg¬ 
istered medical practitioner. 
It was an abuse of the doc¬ 
tor-patient relationship. 

“Furthermore, your 
denial of the allegation 
means that you have been 
unable to demonstrate 
either insight or any 
attempt to overcome the 
deficiencies in your profes¬ 
sional behaviour.”

The company recently vis¬ 
ited West Felton Parish Coun¬ 
cil to talk to councillors about 
its plans and hear residents’ 
suggestions for the scheme. 

Questionnaires were given 
to the clerk to help with gath¬ 
ering comments. 

Mr Goddard said the plans 
were in the early stages and a 
lot depended on cash-fund¬ 
ing. The firm had requested 
cash from the Government’s 
£1.4 billion Regional Growth 
Fund but its bid was unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

He said he was still keen to 
hear people’s thoughts. 

“We have five big caravan 
parks but having a marina is 
something different,” he said. 
“We want to create some¬ 
thing around the marina too. 

“We are keen to do some¬ 
thing and are working closely 
with British Waterways 


which wants to develop the 
canal. 

“We are looking at a 
scheme which has the poten¬ 
tial for tourism. It is a little 
bit different to what we do. 

“We want residents to be 
part of it.” 

Sonja D’Arcy, clerk to 
West Felton Parish Council, 
said: “The parish council 
seemed very interested in 
some development. 

“It is interested to see 
what the company has got 
planned. 

“It is in very early stages 
and too early for the council 
to put any comments for¬ 
ward as the only informa¬ 
tion it has received is that 
there will be a marina. 

“I think people are reserv¬ 
ing judgment until they 
know more. The council said 
it would be good to bring 
employment to the area.” 

Miss D’Arcy said the coun¬ 
cil also hoped the develop¬ 
ment would benefit the local 
community as well as boost 
tourism in the area.

Catchment area decision 
'not made yet' - council 


COUNCIL CHIEFS have stressed no decision 
has yet been made on a controversial school 
catchment area shake-up which parish coun¬ 
cillors fear will split a village near Oswestry. 

The councillors say Maesbury is still reeling from 
the news its primary school is to close in the summer 


and the proposed re¬ 
drawing of the catch- | 
ment area will damage 
the community further. 

Shropshire Council has 
launched a consultation on 
the catchment plans and one 
proposal is to split the com¬ 
munity into three with vil¬ 
lage children going to three 
different primary schools. 

Some could go to Kinner- 
ley, some to Morda and oth¬ 
ers to Pant. 

Traditional 

Children who go to Kin- 
nerley would then have their 
secondary school education 
at Baschurch, rather than at 
Oswestry’s The Marches 
School, the area’s tradi¬ 
tional receiving secondary 
school. 

Maesbury parish council¬ 
lor David Jones said: “The 
danger is these plans will 
divide the community and 
the children. 

“We will have our children 
going to all these different 
schools. It is not good for the 
community. We think it is 
insensitive because we have 
just lost our village school 
and now we are being told

our community could be 
divided further.” 

Councillor Jones said he 
wanted the catchment area 
boundary extended to Wool- 
ston Bank, near Maesbury, 
which would mean children 
would only have to go to 
either Morda or Pant. 

Shropshire Council bosses 
have stressed no decision 
has been made and encour¬ 
aged the community to get 
involved in the consultation.

Fears for 
erosion of 
church and 
graveyard 

A VILLAGE church and 
graveyard could be in danger 
from erosion after a culvert 
collapsed into a brook, it was 
claimed this week. 

The tiny congregation of 
St Mary’s Church in 
Knockin is struggling to 
raise the £3,000 needed to 
make repairs to the sand¬ 
stone wall that is keeping 
the brook from eroding the 
land just feet away from the 
church. 

Worsens 

Priest in Charge, Rev¬ 
erend Rosie Bowers, said 
because the problem was not 
an immediate threat to the 
church building, the damage 
was not covered by its insur¬ 
ance. 

But she said there were 
real fears that the graves 
could be damaged if the ero¬ 
sion worsens. 

“There are still burials in 
the churchyard and rela¬ 
tives regularly visit the 
graves.” 

She said the culvert col¬ 
lapsed after last winter. 

“We believe the damage 
was caused by the extreme 
temperatures of a year ago. 
The frost got into the sand¬ 
stone and when tempera¬ 
tures rose it just crumbled. 

“Temporary repairs have 
been carried out but temper¬ 
atures have plummeted 
again so who knows whether 
more damage is taking place. 

“We really need to make 
permanent repairs to stop 
potential serious erosion in 
future.”

Mrs Kate Price, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Thomas was driv¬ 
ing towards Ellesmere when 
he overtook a horsebox 
while approaching a bend 
and a dip in the road. 

When confronted with an 
oncoming car he braked and 
tried to swerve out of the 
way but collided with the 
oncoming car head-on and 
hit the side of the horsebox. 

The car was written off, 
and its driver left with back 
pain, Mrs Price said. 

Mr Kevin Good, defend¬ 
ing, said: “We have a young 
man, an inexperienced 
driver, who has made a deci¬ 
sion which, with the benefit 
of hindsight, he realises was 
clearly the wrong thing. 

“At the time, though, he 
genuinely believed what he 
was doing was safe.”

Hall solar 
panel bid 
is put to 
planners 

AN HISTORIC 17th century 
Shropshire country house 
could soon be using 21st cen¬ 
tury solar panel technology 
to meet its electricity 
demands. 

A planning application 
has been submitted to 
Shropshire Council for the 
solar panels to be installed 
on a stable block next to Hal- 
ton Hall near Whittington. 

Papers in support of the 
bid by Mr R Harvey said the 
proposed works will cause 
no harm to the original fab¬ 
ric and architectural charac¬ 
ter of Halston Hall and its 
stable yard and will improve 
the renewable energy con¬ 
tribution of the property. 

The papers said: “Halston 
Hall is a Grade I listed coun¬ 
try house built circa 1690 
with alterations by Robert 
Mylne for John Mytton 
1766-68. 

“The proposed solar pan¬ 
els would be on the south 
roof of the stable block 
which is approximately 10 
metres to the east of Halston 
Hall and Grade II listed. 

“This south range of the 
stable yard was partly con¬ 
verted from a coach house to 
garages in the early 20th 
century.” 

The papers added the 
solar panels would con¬ 
tribute to the electricity 
demands of Halston Hall 
and its facilities, providing a 
sustainable power source in 
line with achieving national 
guidance standards.

Crisis talks on shut shops 


WELSHPOOL’S business 
community is being urged to 
attend a Monday night meet¬ 
ing as more town centre 
shops close. 

The number of empty business 
premises in the centre rose to 19 this 
week as Trade Secret put up the ‘clos¬ 
ing down’ signs. 

And the closure prompted Steve 
Kaye, the chairman of Powys Small 
Business Federation and a Welshpool 
town councillor, to urge people to 
attend the meeting of the Business 
Forum at 7pm in Welshpool Town Hall. 

“I fear things are going to get much 
worse,” he said. “Business rates are 
crippling anyone with a large premises 
on our streets and until the Govern¬ 
ment recognises what is happening it 
can only get worse. 


“The Business Forum gives every¬ 
one the opportunity to share their 
views and discuss the problems the 
commercial community is facing up to 
during this difficult economic period.” 

Last month Montgomeryshire 
Assembly Member Russell George 
attended the Forum when low rates for 
charity shops, rates and alcohol sales in 
supermarkets were on the agenda. 

“It has never been more important 
for people to get together and come for¬ 
ward with ideas that can be taken fur¬ 
ther to improve our commercial future 
in Welshpool,” said Mr Kaye. 

“Welshpool is no different to any 
other town at the moment. There are 
empty businesses everywhere you look 
and while people can point at the one¬ 
way system it is really about busi¬ 
nesses being forced out. The pub trade 
is being hammered by low-cost alcohol 


in supermarkets. Footfall through our 
local pubs and restaurants is being 
badly hit. 

“Charity shops get 80 per cent rate 
relief so it is little wonder that the big¬ 
ger premises are taken by them.” 

The 19 empty businesses are: Heads 
n Tails, Church Street; Whittingham 
Riddel & Co, Severn Street; Revells, 
Williams & McColl, Owens Family 
Butchers, Trade Secret and the former 
Cutting Company in Berriew Road.

MY WIFE LEFT ME FOR ANOTHER MAN. CAN SHE FORCE ME TO SELL FARM TO PAY HER OUT? 


Q: I have been married for more than twenty years. At Christmas my wife admitted she had been having an affair for several years. She said she 
had stayed with me for the sake of our two children aged ten and fourteen. We had a blazing row and she left. Now she wants a divorce. My 
worry is that we own a farm and that is my livelihood. Will she be entitled to part of it if we divorce? Will I have to sell up? 

A: You really need to seek advice from a solicitor as soon as possible. The solicitor will need to know the full proportional value of all assets built 
up during the marriage, including your farm buildings and the matrimonial home. Full financial disclosure of all assets, e.g. savings including 
pension provision, liabilities and income, will be required from both you and your wife before consideration can be given to potential claims your 
wife may make against the farm. The starting point is an equal division of the assets but the Courts have discretion to vary this if there is good 
reason to do so. 

Depending on the level of your income generated from the farm she may not be entitled to maintenance from you if she is living with a new 
partner, but she may claim a lump sum, the transfer or sale of the matrimonial home and/or a pension sharing order in her favour. 

Consideration will be given to the input your wife has had in running the farm and how you came to acquire it. Whether you would be expected to 
sell part or all of the farm to provide financial capital to your wife will depend on the extent of the assets.

Hundreds pay respects to 
tragic airport owner Bob

NEARLY 600 people packed into St Mary’s Church in Welshpool on 
Saturday to pay their respects to Mid Wales Airport owner Bob Jones 
who was killed in a plane crash. 

Earlier fellow pilots paid their own tributes in a fly-past as Mr Jones was buried in a pri¬ 
vate family ceremony at Maesgwasted Cemetery. 

Father-of-two Mr Jones, 60, founder and manager of Welshpool Airport, died along with 
Steven Carr, 55, from Ruthin, Denbighshire, on January 18 when the seven-seater Piper 
Navajo light aircraft they were in came down on the Long Mountain, near Leighton. 

It is not known what caused the crash and 
investigations by police and air accident 
officers continue. The Air Accident Investi¬ 
gation Branch says they could last months. 

Before the services the hearse was driven 
down the runway at the airport to meet the 
funeral cortege, which then made its its way 
back along the runway, driving past some of 
the planes Mr Jones had flown. 

The procession then moved on to Maesg¬ 
wasted Cemetery accompanied by the fly¬ 
past and a tribute from the Wales Air 
Ambulance, which has used the airport as 
its base since 2006. The distinctive red heli¬ 
copter hovered above the cemetery and 
dipped its nose in a ‘bow’ as the crew paid 
their respects to Mr Jones. 

Following the private ceremony, the bells 
rang half muffled at St Mary’s Church in 
Welshpool as nearly 600 of Mr Jones’s 
friends and family made their way inside. 

There was standing room only at the back 
of the church as they heard the Reverend 
Steve Willson pay tribute to a man he 
described as ‘a friend to everyone he met’. 

The poem High Flight, written by Flight 
Officer John Gillespie McGee, was read out 
in the middle of the service by Mr Jones’s 
son Chrism, an RAF instructor. Mr Jones’s 
widow, Linda, read out another poem, 
Mid Wales Airport founder Bob Jones Impressions of a Pilot by Gary Claud Stoker.

Mr Backshall said the clock did not belong 
to the church but to the parish. 

Over the years the costs associated with 
the maintenance of the clock have been paid 
by the two parish and community councils.

Man cleared of 
assault charge 


A FORMER serviceman has been cleared of 
assaulting a man outside a pub in Oswestry 
after telling a jury he acted in self-defence. 

Keith Davies, 47, of Leg Street, Oswestry, 
was found not guilty by a jury at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court. The former Royal Navy 
serviceman denied punching and kneeing 
Tobias Fairbank in Church Street after the 
town’s food festival last July. 

The jury was shown CCTV coverage 
showing Mr Fairbank following Mr Davies 
down the street after the two had had a con¬ 
frontation in the Fox Inn. Mr Fairbank said 
Davies punched him in the face. 

Davies told the jury he had acted in self 
defence. He said he had told Mr Fairbank he 
didn’t want himjoininghim for a drink then 
left the Fox Inn to diffuse the situation. 

Mr Fairbank had followed him out of the 
pub and approached him in a menacing 
manner, he said. Davies said he thought Mr 
Fairbank was going to assault him and so he 
lunged at him, the court heard.

A meeting in Llanymynech heard that the police 
CSOs had made a big difference to local communities 
and they were missed when they were not there. 

The village of Kinnerley 
has been without its police 
CSOs because of ill health in 
recent weeks. 

Speaking at a meeting of 
St Oswald and Llanymynech 
Local Joint Committee, 

Councillor Sheila Bruce 
said: “Since our CSOs have 
been off sick we have cer¬ 
tainly noticed a difference in 
the area. There have been 
particular problems with 
the youth who have been 
playing up.” 

Councillor Bruce and 
Councillor Dilys Gaskill 
from Pant and Llanymynech 
praised the work of the com¬ 
munity support officers. 

They said they hoped that 
any West Merica Police sav¬ 
ings would not affect the 
CSOs. 

Retain 

Inspector Jim Stafford of 
West Mercia Police said the 
force was hoping to make 
savings through efficiencies 
rather than cuts. 

He said he had been told 
main line services would not 
be affected and he said he 
wanted to retain the CSOs in 
the Oswestry division. 

He said: “They are a real 
asset to the area and I very 
much hope that they will 
continue to have a role to 
play in community policing. 

“They are not hampered 
by some of the paperwork 
that police officers have to 
deal with.” 

But he warned the CSOs 
were originally funded 
across Britain with the help 
of the Government and that 
national funding was due to 
run out. 

He said: “We shall have to 
see whether that govern¬ 
ment funding continues. I 
believe CSOs will remain, 
but whether they will be 
replaced if they move on or 
retire is a different matter.”

Restoration project puts 
old carriage back on track

A RAILWAY carriage last used half 
a century ago has been painstak¬ 
ingly restored by volunteers and 
is set to run again on heritage rail¬ 
way tracks in Oswestry. 

Enthusiastic members of Cambrian Her¬ 
itage Railways have worked tirelessly for 
the last two and a half years on realising 
their dream of seeing the old Mark 1 coach 
back on the rails. 

The carriage, which was used by British 
Rail, is thought to date back to the 1950s or 
1960s and has not been on the line for about 
50 years. 

Now members of the railway group’s Car¬ 
riage and Wagon team finally finished work¬ 
ing on it. And they have given it a test run 
down the line from Llynclys to Pen-y-Garreg 
to make sure it is safe. 

Emergency 

Group member Malcolm Davidson had 
the honour of driving the train that pulled 
the carriage. He said: “It was one of the 
older coaches with the corridors. 

“We have now done a test run to test the 
brakes and make sure the emergency chain 
and cord works. 

“While we were there somebody made the 
comment about it being the first Mark 1 to 
go down the line in 50 years. 

“We hope to put it into service for Easter 
when we open to the public.” 

He said all the train needed now was a 
coat of paint in the original maroon colours 
and the correct logos and it would be ready 
for members of the public to ride in during 
the Easter holidays. 

Members of Cambrian Heritage Railways 
will be holding a special event over the holi-

The funds raised from the Easter celebra¬ 
tions will go towards the rail group’s long 
held ambition of bringing a regular working 
rail service back to Oswestry. 

Members of the group have been working 
for years to restore a rail link to the Shrop¬ 
shire town which once boasted a major rail¬ 
way works. 


The group has been working on proposals 
to reopen a rail link from Oswestry to Gob¬ 
owen, which has a station on the national 
rail network. 

Their plans also include open a heritage 
railway line to Llynclys and on to Blodwel. 

An update on plans to bring back a rail¬ 
way to Oswestry will be given next month 
when a group behind the plans holds its 
annual general meeting at St Oswald’s 
Parish Church Hall on February 25.

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Soldiers' 
plaques 
must be 
replaced 

NAME PLAQUES on 
Oswestry’s War Memorial 
will have to be completely 
replaced in the near future. 

Some of the names of the 
soldiers who died in the two 
world wars are now impossi¬ 
ble to read because of ero¬ 
sion and staining. 

Despite restoration and 
repairs by Oswestry Town 
Council, the plaques hon¬ 
ouring the fallen heroes are 
deteriorating rapidly. 

The sandstone plaques 
are attached to the pillars of 
the gates at the entrance to 
the town’s Cae Glas Park 
making it one of the more 
unusual war memorials in 
the county. 

This year the town council 
has put £5,000 into its 
budget towards repairs. 

But town clerk, David 
Preston, said much more 
would have to be spent to 
replace the plaques. 

He said 15 years ago the 
council carried out a major 
restoration of the gates and 
the plaques. 

“Experts who were 
responsible for the restora¬ 
tion of York minister were 
brought in to deal with the 
problems,” he said. 

“We will be looking at 
what grants there are avail¬ 
able for restoring war 
memorials and talking to 
experts about what the work 
will entail.”

Villagers to decide how 
£lm windfall is spent 


THE HEAD of Britain’s £200 million Big Local lot¬ 
tery programme says the three villages near 
Oswestry given £1 million last year were worthy 
winners of the money. 

St Martins, Gobowen and Weston Rhyn were one of the few 
rural communities to be given funding in the first wave of awards. 

Debbie Ladds, the new chief executive of Local Trust, which will 


deliver the Big Local pro¬ 
gramme, said rural deprivation 
could be just as debilitating as 
urban deprivation. 

She praised villagers who she 
said were well on the way to 
deciding how the funding 
should be spent. 

“Big Local is a groundbreak¬ 
ing long-term programme that 
puts people locally in the driv¬ 
ing seat to achieve lasting 
change in 150 small areas across 
England. The money will be 
available to each area over 10 
years,” she said. 

“We want to work with resi¬ 
dents, community groups and 
others in the Big Local areas 
across England to help them 
make their area an even better 
place to live.” 

“The first 50 awards where 
given to areas which for one rea¬ 
son or another seem to have 
missed out on gaining money 
and help,” Mrs Ladds said. 

“The awards are to help those 
areas improve facilities that res¬ 
idents want to see improving. It 
really is about the community 
deciding how the money should 
be spent.”

places to live in by helping them 
develop and use their skills and 
confidence to identify what 
matters most to them, and to 
take action to change things for 
the better now and in the 
future.” 

Local Trust will work with a 
range of local and national 
organisations, including the 
seven organisations that 
formed the consortium that the 
Big Lottery Fund selected to 
develop Big Local and establish 
Local Trust. 

Nat Sloane, Big Lottery Fund 
England chairman, said: “This 
is an important stage in the Big 
Local programme, paving the 
way for people to get really 
stuck into making their local 
areas better places to live. We 
announced the first 50 Big 
Local areas last spring and will 
announce the next 50 at the end 
of next month. 

“This is a really exciting 
moment for people in these 
communities who will get to 
decide how they want to spend 
at least £lm to improve their 
local areas.”

Dial-a-Ride will 
now cover lifts 
to day centres

Dial-a-ride is based at Qube in Oswald Road, Oswestry, 
and provides a door-to-door bus service to people in the 
area. 

A new route has been added and will see drivers taking 
senior citizens to and from the Fairholme Day Centre, in 
Oswestry, or The Meres Day Centre in Ellesmere. 

Bosses from the service say the extra routes have been 
added to make it easier for residents to get to and from the 
day centres. 

Liz Hindmarch, transport and buildings manager at 
Qube, said residents had 
started to book themselves 
into day care centres but 
then had to find their own 
way there using taxis or lifts 
from family and friends. 

She said: “This extra serv¬ 
ice means there will be a 
fully accessible transport 
link for people to get to these 
two day centres. 

“We can cater for wheel¬ 
chairs and anyone with a 
mobility issue. 

“We are in a working part¬ 
nership with the day care 
services. They have got the 
spaces and we have the 
buses to get people there so 
they don’t have to pay to use 
taxis.

Lawyer warns 
hip op patients 

A LAW FIRM in Oswestry has urged 
patients who had metal on metal hip 
replacements to contact their hospital to 
ensure they do not need follow up appoint¬ 
ments. 

Lucy Small from Lanyon Bowdler, said 
there were growing concerns over the safety 
of metal on metal hip replacements, with 
the Medicines and Healthcare products 
Regulatory Agency launching an investiga¬ 
tion into their safety. The clinical negli¬ 
gence solicitor said: “Studies have shown an 
increase in failure rate of the metal on metal 
prosthesis ... Of particular concern were 
the De Puy models which were taken off the 
market in September 2010.” 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, chief executive 
of the Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust, said only two of its patients had the 
DePuy hip implants, adding: “We keep a 
careful watch on all our patients who have 
undergone joint replacement surgery.”

for upgrading power lines could eventually 
put investors off getting involved in the 
project. 

They said they will raise the problems, 
and the impact they will have on renewable 
energy initiatives, with North Shropshire 
MP Owen Paterson and Shrewsbury MP 
Daniel Kawczynski. 

Infrastructure 

Mike Marchant, one of the businessmen 
involved in the new venture, said the firm 
had been holding talks with London 
investors and said investors were concerned 
about the bills District Network Operators 
(DNOs) were charging developers for infra¬ 
structure improvements which are needed 
to install solar panel systems. 

He said: “In some cases, the network 
operator wants £7,000 to upgrade an elec¬ 
tricity line before a £10,000 solar pv system, 
a domestic system, can be installed. 

“It’s simply crazy and plainly unaccept¬ 
able in a rural county where energy costs 
are crippling. Our Oswestry plans are alive 
and well because we are holding on to our 
investors but we do need to find a way 
through this and we don’t know how long 
they will put up with this nonsense. The 
fear is they will take their money elsewhere. 

“It should be the mega-rich DNOs who 
pay for the infrastructure improvements.”

The 57 year-old from Welshpool has worked all over the country taken 
exciting risks and met with a wide range of different people.

She said: “Whenever we met we fell into 
deep conversations.” 

They finally became a couple when she 
was 25 and within four months they were 
married. 

“I lead an impetuous life,” she said. “But 
it felt right and you know when it is right.” 



When she left school she went to Oxford 
Street in London to work in an office. 

In 1986 they moved to Shrewsbury into 
an old Victorian house with a Buddleia 
growing in the kitchen. 

Then when their son reached 18 she and 
Dez decided to start their story museum 
business.

A TAME falcon found in a 
village near Oswestry 
has been sent to a 
breeder in the north west 
after no one claimed it.

He said he didn’t have the 
space to keep the bird for¬ 
ever so traced its breeder by 
using the ring on its foot. 


Rare car is simply priceless

WE’VE been following in the 
exhaust fumes of this extremely 
rare car, pictured in Oswestry in 
about 1961, to find out what hap¬ 
pened to it. 

It is an Arrol Aster, of which only 
a handful were built. Admiring it at 
close quarters is Ian Lucas, who 
worked in Oswestry at the time and 
who loaned us the picture. 

The car had been in an Oswestry garage, 
and was subsequently acquired by motor 
engineer Maurice Bethell, of Willaston. 

His son John said: “It was a single sleeve 
Arrol Aster. My late father bought the car 
from that garage. There was a Morris Isis 
there as well, and a lovely little Singer 9 Ban¬ 
tam. The garage was run by two brothers. 

“I don’t think he paid for it. What he did 
was get it running, and then it went to the 
Scottish Motor Museum, which at that time 
was at Aberlady in Mid Lothian. I think it 
has moved since then.” 

Museum 

With a search on the internet, we found a 
picture of an identical, albeit restored, Arrol 
Aster at the Grampian Transport Museum 
in Scotland. 

“It is almost certainly the same one, as it’s 
quite probably the only one of its kind left,” 
said curator Mike Ward. 

“We had that car on loan from the 
National Museums of Scotland. It’s gone 
back to them. I remember it. It was very 
unusual. We do a lot with our school parties 
and they liked the colour because it was 
chocolate brown, like a huge chocolate bar. 
It was a lovely car.” 

And a call to Alastair Dodds, principal 
curator of transport at the NMS, confirmed 
they had it. 

“That’s our car,” said Alastair. 

“There are only two Arrol Asters known 
to exist - one in Australia, and our one. I 
know it was at Oswestry at one point. You

could say it’s unique, as the Arrol Aster in 
Australia is another model.” 

Dipping into the museum’s records, he 
was able to tell us the car was first registered 
in Shropshire on May 5, 1928, and was 
bought by George Riley, a popular auction¬ 
eer in Oswestry. A letter on file from some¬ 
body who had been an apprentice mechanic 
at Keen’s Garage in Station Road, Oswestry, 
in the 1950s revealed the car had been there 
at that time. It was not running - and the 


young apprentice used the car as a wardrobe 
to keep his overalls in, as well as his soap and 
towel. An old mechanic, a Mr Pritchard, 
used to look after it. 

The NMS has had the Arrol Aster - it’s 
Scottish-built, which explains the particular 
Scottish interest - since 1990, having 
bought it when a Mr Menzies, of Edinburgh, 
put it up for auction. It had previously been 
on display for a number of years at a motor 
museum. The car is now at the NMS collec¬ 


tion centre in Edinburgh and is not on dis¬ 
play. As the only known survivor of its type, 
it is, more or less, literally priceless. 

“If it was something like an Austin Seven, 
you could give a valuation down to the near¬ 
est pound. With the Arrol Aster, it’s impos¬ 
sible to say. Nobody wanting a running car 
would want it because they’re very fragile 
engines. It would have to be somebody who 
wanted it for its rarity value. Valuation is 
impossible,” said Alastair.

Polished CC shines in 
executive car sector 


ONCE a maker of simple, honest 
cars, recent years have seen Volk¬ 
swagen step up its game to be a 
major player in almost every sector 
of the market. 

The evolutionary process has been a steady 
one, with the result a constantly expanding 
line-up of increasingly competent and desirable 
cars. 

A case in point is the Passat CC; a more 
streamlined and upmarket alternative to the 
firm’s regular Passat saloon. 

Viewed by some as a more affordable and less 
flash Mercedes CLS, the Passat CC’s coupe-like 
profile, refined cabin ambience and mature 
driving manners earned it a place in the hearts 
of many seeking to escape the predictability of 
a conventional three-box saloon. 

Facelift time has seen a few things added to 
the car’s skill set and one noticeable subtrac¬ 
tion: the Passat moniker. In keeping with the 
original car’s North American naming conven-

tion, it’s now just Volkswagen CC. Although 
partly to keep things simple, this is also to help 
distance the car from its regular Passat cousin. 
It’s hoped buyers will view the car in its own 
light, and with the subtle exterior design 
changes make a stronger connection to Volk¬ 
swagen’s flagship Phaeton saloon than the 
mass market Passat. 

It’s certainly a clever mind trick and, cru¬ 
cially, one that works once you clap eyes on the 
CC’s new grille and headlight arrangement - its 
resemblance to the Phaeton is no coincidence. 
At the rear there are new tail lights and a 
reshaped bumper but in reality, little else has

changed on the outside. Volkswagen’s new focus 
is on ramping up refinement, which has resulted 
in improved levels of soundproofing. The aim 
was to make the already quiet Passat CC even 
better. The good news is that Volkswagen has 
succeeded. Despite the CC’s posh exterior, its 
predecessor was a firm favourite with company 
car drivers, and this car’s motorway cruising 
behaviour has been further enhanced thanks to 
the extra soundproofing. 

Maintaining the ‘premium value’ theme more 
kit is now available, with the car’s standard spec¬ 
ification including Bluetooth, DAB, xenon head¬ 
lights and sat-nav at base level. Leather seats, 
adaptive dampers, cruise control and parking 
sensors can be found on the higher spec GT mod¬ 
els. 

A long list of options includes an adaptive high 
beam headlight mode, heated and cooled front 
seats, blind spot warning, a reversing camera, a 
‘city safe’ urban auto braking function and the 
ability to open the car’s boot by sweeping your 
foot under the rear bumper - great for when your 
hands are full with shopping. 

Make no mistake, Volkswagen knows what it’s 
doing with the CC. This generous level of stan¬ 
dard and optional kit plays right into the hands 
of buyers seeking a plush-looking executive car 
with one eye on their budget. None of the expen¬ 
sive German choices can compete at this level. 

And it’s inside the CC where its high value 
character really comes to the fore. All the mate¬ 
rials you can touch and see are a cut above any¬ 
thing else in its (almost) sub-£30,000 price range. 
Then again, this shouldn’t come as a surprise to 
anyone already familiar with modern day Volk¬ 
swagen interiors. 

Driving the CC is just as satisfying as sitting in 
it and admiring the fixtures and fittings. Save for 
the standard-fit addition of Volkswagen’s trick 
electronically controlled XDS differential on cars 
with more than 170 horsepower - that means the 
high output 2.0-litre diesel - little has changed 
since dropping the Passat name. Like before, the

CC delivers a refined and mature ride - even on 
the GT’s large 18-inch alloy wheels - yet also 
proves engaging enough to raise a smile on 
twisty backroads. Volkswagen isn’t promoting 
it as an all-out performance saloon, but the CC 
is a willing companion boasting more agility 
than its size suggests. 

Part of this performance is down to engine 
choice. There are 1.8 and 2.0-litre petrol units 
offering 160 and 210 horsepower respectively, 
but it’s the 2.0-litre diesels in 140 and 170 
horsepower guise that will prove the most pop¬ 
ular. C02 is a low 125g/km for the 140 and 
139g/km for the 170 horsepower motor respec¬ 
tively due in part to engine stop-start brake 
energy regeneration technology. 

Factor in a smooth-shifting DSG auto gear¬ 
box for a small C02 penalty and you’ve got 
yourself an extremely polished and financially 
rewarding ownership experience. 

Volkswagen’s been smart enough to only 
change the few details that needed polishing, 
proving that the CC was a fundamentally 
sound car in the first place. And long may it 
remain so.

Driving on with first 
of the diesel hybrids 



The Hybrid-4 is just as spacious as a regular 3008 


THE concept of a hybrid vehicle is no 
longer new. 

We have Toyota to thank for the broad 
acceptance of cars that run on electric as 
well as petrol power. However, it’s the 
choice of engine that has put some people 
off. 

Petrol power is fine if the fuel is cheap. This 
goes someway to explaining why Toyota - and 
Honda - hybrids have been so successful in 
North America. 

Sadly our ‘special relationship’ has yet to 
extend to convincing our cousins across the 
water that diesel is better. 

And that’s why diesel hybrids have been 
absent from the price lists; the American mar¬ 
ket is the biggest and the most influential. 

That’s about to change, however, with the 
introduction of Peugeot’s 3008 Hybrid4. 

Based on a standard 3008, Peugeot has con¬ 
nected an electric powertrain to the car’s rear 
wheels. 

In an instant you’ve got an all-wheel drive 
family crossover vehicle, but you’ve also got a 
car that can travel for a mile or so on electric 
power alone. 

In the right conditions it will also pull away 
from rest in electric mode, reducing the amount 
of fuel you use and boosting throttle response. 

So how does it all work? In simple terms the 
3008 Hybrid4 packs a conventional four-cylin¬ 
der diesel motor under its bonnet. In this case, 
it’s Peugeot’s higher-output 163 horsepower 
unit. 

At the back is the aforementioned electric 
motor arrangement. This motor can deliver up 
to the equivalent of 37 horsepower. 

The battery pack is automatically charged 
without the need to plug it in somewhere like 
with a conventional electric vehicle. 

The regenerative process happens when 
you’re off the throttle, and is most obvious from 


the stronger than usual engine braking - 
around town it’s noticeable that you need to use 
the brakes less when coasting to a stop. The two 
power units’ connection with the real world is 
by Peugeot’s clutchless manual gearbox. 

This will be a familiar unit to Peugeot fans 
and, while it does have its quirks, with the addi¬ 
tion of electric power the automated gear 
changes feel smoother than in a conventional 
car. 

Out on the road, the 3008 Hybrid4 behaves 
almost like a regular 3008. The immediate tell¬ 
tale sign is when you turn the key, as not much 
happens in the noise department. 

With the default start-up mode electric, it’s 
possible to pull away with just the distant whine 
of the electric motor. 


If the car detects more power is required, the 
diesel engine fires into life. 

From then on, it’s just like driving a diesel- 
powered 3008, that is until you stop as that’s 
when the engine stops. 

Move off and, if there’s enough battery 
charge, you’ll power away in electric mode and 
start the automatic power-juggling cycle again. 

If there’s one thing the hybrid variant does 
share with its conventional 3008 cousin, it’s a 
rotary controller allowing you to change trans¬ 
mission modes. 

To counter the need for a genuinely costly all¬ 
wheel drive system, Peugeot adopted a traction 
control system dubbed Grip Control. The 
Hybrid4 model goes a step further; you can 
switch between all electric (EV), power, auto

and 4x4 modes. Of course, ‘forcing’ the car 
into EV mode will only last for as long as 
there’s sufficient charge in the battery, which 
means driving gently to achieve the ‘couple of 
miles’ goal. 

The flipside is the power mode, which 
unleashes everything the 3008 has for maxi¬ 
mum acceleration and performance, while the 
4x4 mode engages the rear axle for added trac¬ 
tion on slippery grass and muddy tracks. 

Predictably, leaving the car in the auto 
mode seems to work well during general driv¬ 
ing duties. 

The technical competence demonstrated by 
the 3008 Hybrid4 is but one element of its 
appeal. 

Peugeot readily admits that its focus is on 
company car drivers as, with the base specifi¬ 
cation car outputting 99g/km C02, the tax 
benefits will be attractive. 

Also, there’s the ability to offset the full cost 
of the car against company profits in the first 
year of ownership. 

Not bad for a five-seat, 200 horsepower 
high-rise hatchback with the same kit as a 
regular 3008 plus Peugeot’s recently 
improved build quality and premium cabin 
ambience. 

Sure, the hybrid model won’t suit every¬ 
one’s needs, but it’s a bold first step in the 
realm of diesel-electric hybrids and shows 
plenty of promise.

The in-form runner capped a fine season by winning the 
final league race on home soil at Oswestry and in the process 
became the first woman from her club to win the overall 
league title. 

Her success followed on from a notable success the previ¬ 
ous year when Peter Butler became the first runner from 
the border club to take the men’s title. 

It has been a terrific campaign for Lavender, who won the 
under 17 league title back in 2006. 

She took the crown this season by winning the ladies’ 
races at Llandudno, Northop and Oswestry in impressive 
fashion. 

Lavender was well clear in the final race coming home in 
19.36 minutes, just under 30 seconds clear of second placed 
Marilyn Kitching from Tattenhall, to clinch a thoroughly 
deserved title. 

The Oswestry Ladies team ran well on the day, packing 
six runners into the first 21 places, but it was not enough to 
get the better of a strong Eryri team who travelled from 
Snowdonia to pack four in the top ten, taking the team race 
on the day and with it the overall team title. 

The Olympians had to settle for second on the day and 
second overall in division one, and third Masters team over¬ 
all.

Yvonne Hill, another athlete from Oswestry won the over 
45 section overall while her team-mate Kim Collins was the 
runner-up. Team-mate Susie Hancock was third overall in 
the over 50s. 

Other leading Oswestry finishers on the day were: S Van

of the men’s race in 31.05 - as he has done at four races this 
season - to comfortably win the overall league title as well 
as lead his team to the team crown.

A WELSHPOOL man has 
landed the top job of getting 
the disabled in Wales onto the 
water. 

Keith Rollinson has succeeded 
in increasing the amount of dis¬ 
abled sailors able to take to the 
water in North Wales, and now 
his role has been expanded to 
include all of Wales. 

Rollinson, aged 63, started his 
campaign to increase the access to 
sailing when his wife was diag¬ 
nosed with multiple sclerosis 12 
years ago, but since then he has 
seen the Sailability scheme go 
from strength to strength. 

Having spent the last three 
years helping clubs in North 


Wales become much more accessi¬ 
ble through improving facilities 
and running coaching schemes, 
he has now been appointed as the 
Sailability co-ordinator for clubs 
throughout the principality to get 
advice on how to increase dis¬ 
abled sailing. 

“What I do is really just to pro¬ 
mote disabled sailing and helping 
clubs to set things up including 
where to look for funding to 
improve facilities,” explained 
Rollinson. 

“It is about taking a lot of little 
steps, getting some people out on 
the water who would not be able 
to enjoy sailing if we did not put a 
few things in place. It is worth it 
just to see the joy on people’s faces 


after they have been out on the 
water for 20 minutes. 

“This can include people in a 
wheelchair. Others who are par¬ 
tially sighted, have cerebral palsy, 
or arthritis, or anything that 
means people are not as agile can 
also be part of it. 

“It’s a question of putting the 
facilities and volunteers in place 
helping people to enjoy sailing. 

Grants 

“At my own club Clywedog, we 
have become a centre for disabled 
sailing after getting grants for a 
hoist and various other facilities. 

“Clubs need disabled access, 
toilets, better signage for the par¬ 
tially sighted, some simple things 


that club committees would not 
think of to make places more 
friendly for people with a disabil¬ 
ity. 

“For the Access dinghies you 
need just over one metre of depth 
with good access from the water’s 
edge for wheelchairs and you can 
go sailing. 

“At Clywedog we have a landing 
craft and a landing island with a 
hoist purchased courtesy of a Dis¬ 
ability sport grant and Local 
Authority funding, but there are 
also Trimarans which are con¬ 
trolled by the sailor from the cen¬ 
tre seat which the sailor can 
transfer to on land and then be 
launched from a slipway. . 

“We have two schools for pupils 


with learning disabilities who use 
Clywedog. There is one autistic 
lad who is very bright, a good 
sailor, who has joined the club and 
is now sailing with our cadets. 

“Sailability is about making 
our clubs as inclusive as possi¬ 
ble.” 

There is plenty of advice for 
interested clubs on the RYA web¬ 
site at http://www.rya.org.uk/sail- 
ability/. Rollinson can be 
contacted either through Sailabil¬ 
ity, Welsh Sailing, the Clywedog 
club or Sport Powys. 

He is a RYA senior instructor 
who runs the cadet club at Clywe¬ 
dog. His influence in getting 
schemes off the ground in North 
Wales is behind the decision to 


make him the main force for Sail- 
ablity throughout Wales. 

“Sailability is a great scheme 
and we are lucky to have someone 
with the experience and knowl¬ 
edge of Keith to drive this forward 
in Wales,” said Welsh Sailing chief 
executive Steve Morgan. 

“Clubs can get funds and 
grants, it is just a question of 
knowing what to ask for and 
where to look. Keith can help with 
that. 

“Sailing is an excellent sport 
for all ages and abilities, with wel¬ 
coming clubs throughout Wales 
that have a fantastic camaraderie 
for everyone to join in with. Keith 
can help expand those opportuni¬ 
ties.”

House sales 
for region up 
in January, 
says survey 

HOUSE sales in the West 
Midlands edged up in Janu¬ 
ary as an increased number 
of first time buyers looked to 
beat the stamp duty holiday, 
which expires in March, says 
the latest RICS UK Housing 
Market survey. 

Some 35 per cent more 
surveyors in the region 
reported rises, rather than 
falls, in newly agreed sales 
since the beginning of the 
year. From March 24, first 
time buyers will no longer be 
exempt from stamp duty on 
properties under £250,000 
and some surveyors note 
this has produced an 
increase in activity at the 
lower end of the market. 

In light of this, respon¬ 
dents in the West Midlands 
were cautiously optimistic 
about prospects in the near 
term, as a net balance of six 
per cent of surveyors pre¬ 
dicted transaction levels to 
pick up over the coming 
three months. This repre¬ 
sents the strongest reading 
since August 2010. 

Optimism 

In spite of this relative 
optimism, prices across the 
region continued to drop, 
with 54 per cent more sur¬ 
veyors reporting price falls 
rather than rises. In fact, in 
terms of prices, the West 
Midlands saw the biggest 
falls across the country 
while London, once again, 
saw the strongest reading. 

Supply remained positive 
in January, with 21 per cent 
more surveyors reporting 
increases rather than 
decreases in new homes 
coming onto the market. 
This is the fifth consecutive 
positive reading for new 
instructions in the region. 

Overall new buyer 
demand edged up slightly in 
the first month of the year, 
with seven per cent more 
respondents reporting rises 
in new buyer enquiries.. 

Despite a relative upturn 
in interest from first time 
buyers before the end of the 
stamp duty holiday, survey¬ 
ors report lack of affordable 
mortgages continues to hold 
back the market.

Fifties Crinkle Chips 
with Coronation Chicken 

Prep: 20 minutes 
Cook: 40-50 minutes 
Serves: 4 

Ingredients: 

For the chips: 

6 large floury potatoes, such as Maris Piper, King 
Edward or Desiree (about 1.5kg) 

2 tbsp sunflower oil 

For the Coronation chicken: 

4 cooked chicken breasts, skinned 
75g ready to eat dried apricots, chopped 
50g toasted flaked almonds 
4 tbsp light mayonnaise 
2 tbsp light Greek style yogurt 
2 tbsp mango chutney 
1 tbsp medium curry paste 

Method: 

1. Heat the oven to 200°C/fan 180°C/gas 6. 

2. Peel the potatoes and cut them into long chip 
shapes using a crinkle chip cutter. You can decide the 
thickness; just make sure all the chips are of a similar 
thickness so they cook equally. Rinse with cold water 
and pat dry with kitchen towel or a clean tea towel. 
3. Spread the chips on the baking tray and toss with 
the oil. Do not overcrowd the potatoes. 

4. Roast for 45-50 minutes, turning occasionally. 
When cooked the chips should be golden brown and 

crisp with a light fluffy centre. 

5. Rip or cut the chicken into bite size pieces and 
place into a large bowl. Add the apricots and flaked 

almonds. 

6. Mix the chicken in a bowl with the mayonnaise, 
Greek style yogurt, chutney and curry paste. Add to 

the chicken and toss gently.

Driving on with first 
of the diesel hybrids 



The Hybrid-4 is just as spacious as a regular 3008 


THE concept of a hybrid vehicle is no 
longer new. 

We have Toyota to thank for the broad 
acceptance of cars that run on electric as 
well as petrol power. However, it’s the 
choice of engine that has put some people 
off. 

Petrol power is fine if the fuel is cheap. This 
goes someway to explaining why Toyota - and 
Honda - hybrids have been so successful in 
North America. 

Sadly our ‘special relationship’ has yet to 
extend to convincing our cousins across the 
water that diesel is better. 

And that’s why diesel hybrids have been 
absent from the price lists; the American mar¬ 
ket is the biggest and the most influential. 

That’s about to change, however, with the 
introduction of Peugeot’s 3008 Hybrid4. 

Based on a standard 3008, Peugeot has con¬ 
nected an electric powertrain to the car’s rear 
wheels. 

In an instant you’ve got an all-wheel drive 
family crossover vehicle, but you’ve also got a 
car that can travel for a mile or so on electric 
power alone. 

In the right conditions it will also pull away 
from rest in electric mode, reducing the amount 
of fuel you use and boosting throttle response. 

So how does it all work? In simple terms the 
3008 Hybrid4 packs a conventional four-cylin¬ 
der diesel motor under its bonnet. In this case, 
it’s Peugeot’s higher-output 163 horsepower 
unit. 

At the back is the aforementioned electric 
motor arrangement. This motor can deliver up 
to the equivalent of 37 horsepower. 

The battery pack is automatically charged 
without the need to plug it in somewhere like 
with a conventional electric vehicle. 

The regenerative process happens when 
you’re off the throttle, and is most obvious from 


the stronger than usual engine braking - 
around town it’s noticeable that you need to use 
the brakes less when coasting to a stop. The two 
power units’ connection with the real world is 
by Peugeot’s clutchless manual gearbox. This 
will be a familiar unit to Peugeot fans and, while 
it does have its quirks, with the addition of elec¬ 
tric power the automated gear changes feel 
smoother than in a conventional car. 

Out on the road, the 3008 Hybrid4 behaves 
almost like a regular 3008. The immediate tell¬ 
tale sign is when you turn the key, as not much 
happens in the noise department. 

With the default start-up mode electric, it’s 
possible to pull away with just the distant whine 
of the electric motor. 


If the car detects more power is required, the 
diesel engine fires into life. 

From then on, it’s just like driving a diesel- 
powered 3008, that is until you stop as that’s 
when the engine stops. 

Move off and, if there’s enough battery 
charge, you’ll power away in electric mode and 
start the automatic power-juggling cycle again. 

If there’s one thing the hybrid variant does 
share with its conventional 3008 cousin, it’s a 
rotary controller allowing you to change trans¬ 
mission modes. 

To counter the need for a genuinely costly all¬ 
wheel drive system, Peugeot adopted a traction 
control system dubbed Grip Control. The 
Hybrid4 model goes a step further; you can

switch between all electric (EV), power, auto 
and 4x4 modes. Of course, ‘forcing’ the car 
into EV mode will only last for as long as 
there’s sufficient charge in the battery, which 
means driving gently to achieve the ‘couple of 
miles’ goal. 

The flipside is the power mode, which 
unleashes everything the 3008 has for maxi¬ 
mum acceleration and performance, while the 
4x4 mode engages the rear axle for added trac¬ 
tion on slippery grass and muddy tracks. 

Predictably, leaving the car in the auto 
mode seems to work well during general driv¬ 
ing duties. 

The technical competence demonstrated by 
the 3008 Hybrid4 is but one element of its 
appeal. 

Peugeot readily admits that its focus is on 
company car drivers as, with the base specifi¬ 
cation car outputting 99g/km C02, the tax 
benefits will be attractive. 

Also, there’s the ability to offset the full cost 
of the car against company profits in the first 
year of ownership. 

Not bad for a five-seat, 200 horsepower 
high-rise hatchback with the same kit as a 
regular 3008 plus Peugeot’s recently 
improved build quality and premium cabin 
ambience. 

Sure, the hybrid model won’t suit every¬ 
one’s needs, but it’s a bold first step in the 
realm of diesel-electric hybrids and shows 
plenty of promise.

Shaken and stirred 
by bobsleigh run 


WHAT do four men in a glorified bathtub on 
skis have in common? 

Blind terror is your answer; a fate that awaited me and 
three fellow ‘volunteers’ in the hands of the British Youth 
Bobsleigh team. 

If you like this sort of thing, you could easily spend a Sun¬ 
day evening at a city centre bus station being terrified by 
‘the youth’. 

As it happened, we had driven a pair of brand new Volvo 
XC90s from Britain to Innsbruck in Austria, where one of 
the world’s 16 competition-standard bobsleigh tracks is 
based. 

At the time, the sum total of our bobsleighing knowledge 
totalled less than what the TOWIE cast knows about quan¬ 
tum physics. 

Luckily, we found out when we arrived, the kind chaps in 
charge had taken pity on us and had some of the young pro¬ 
fessionals on standby to make sure none of us left in an 
ambulance. 

The reason for the trip was to officially launch the part¬ 
nership that the British Bobsleigh collective has entered 
into with Volvo; the latter supplying cars suitable for the

team to carry their gear around in. It’s another string to 
Volvo’s marketing bow, in addition to the ongoing sponsor¬ 
ship of the Volvo Ocean Race - probably the toughest water- 
based sporting event there is. 

The brand evidently likes to be associated with activity 
sports, and there’s no shortage of activity in bobsleighing. 

With a professional at the front driving and another at the 
back braking after the finish line, two of us slightly appre¬ 
hensive hacks per run were sandwiched into the middle of 
an old bob - that’s what the professionals call them, don’t 
you know - that may or may not have been adapted from a 
bath.

Only a few seconds after being pushed away at the top of 
the Igls course, it’s obvious that this is no ordinary sport. 

It’s violent. 

Violent to the point of causing your brain to suspend 
everything else that has been going on in the background 
and to focus purely on some helpless notion of self-preser¬ 
vation. 

Helpfully, Scott Allaway, ex-bobsleigh competitor, com¬ 
mercial director for the British team and our host for the 
day, told us that Igls was “probably the least distressing” of 
the world’s tracks. Cheers, Scott. 

Having had a comparatively gentle push away at the top 
of the course, the bob gains a little speed as the track slopes 
downwards, making the first couple of corners feel like a

mediocre roller coaster. Think of those kiddies’ ones in the 
shape of caterpillars. 

But then the bob accelerates again, up to a pace that 
would make the most stalwart of buttocks clench. 

All of a sudden you arrive at the course’s most famous cor¬ 
ner, a near 270-degree left-hander called Kreisel that cre¬ 
ates enough G-force to make you feel like an adolescent 
hippo is standing on your back. 

There’s no time to reflect, though, because after firing out 
of that bend and dispensing with the hippo the corners come 
thick and fast. 

With little or no forward visibility, there’s no hope of 
anticipating which side of the bob your head is about to slam 
into - you just have to let the helmet do its job. 

Towards the bottom of the run there’s a series of right- 
left switches that the bob passes through at almost 70mph. 

But trust me, when you’re careering down an icy half¬ 
pipe of death in an old heap of metal it seems an awful lot 
faster than that. 

The professionals go faster, but nobody has died bob¬ 
sleighing since 2004 and the previous fatality to that was in 
1990. 

Two people have died at Igls, in 1980 and 1982, but as 
improbably brutal as it is, deaths are rare. 

The overall experience sticks with you. The phenomenal 
sense of speed, the shocking violence through the corners 
and the technical wizardry that goes into the bobs, the 
clothes and the techniques make it a phenomenally exciting 
sport to be a part of. 

I feel very lucky to have witnessed it first hand. Shaken 
up like a frozen cocktail, but very lucky.

SHREWSBURY stalwart Paul Bolland insists the only way is up for the 
club as he takes his time to decide whether to carry on as coach of 
the Sundorne Castle strugglers next season.

Early season hammerings 
have been replaced by much 
closer encounters since the 
turn of the year, with Bol¬ 
land encouraged as he looks 
ahead to Saturday’s big 
home clash against Moseley 
Oak, a match he’s targeting 
as a winnable fixture. 

“To have gone two weeks 
without a game is frustrat¬ 
ing,” he stressed. “When I 
took on the coaching, the 
first thing I did was sort out 


the defence and make us 
harder to beat. 

“Performances have 
improved but we’re playing 
catch up rugby and, 
although it’s still mathemat¬ 
ically possible, whether we 
have enough time to get out 
of trouble remains to be 
seen. 

“It’s a hell of an ask but 
we’ll have a go. 

“I actually think the 
club’s future is bright as 
we’ve got a lot of young lads 
in the squad who are getting 
stronger as the weeks go by 
and some good experienced 
players as well.”

Sandies in call to scrap cup ban 


A LEAGUE boss has hit out at 
an “archaic” rule that left sev¬ 
eral footballers sitting out the

“Is it the same for other leagues 
who have players from European 
countries such as Romania, Poland 
etc? 

“It’s not fair on players who just 
want to play football. Are we not try¬ 
ing to get people fit and get them 
exercising? 

Farce 

“If this is going to be the case 
where people who play in Wales on a 
Saturday cannot play Sunday Foot¬ 
ball, I would say get rid of the 
County Cup on a Sunday as it is a 
farce.” 

The two Shrewsbury sides who 
managed to see action in the last 16 
of the county-wide competition last 
weekend were both knocked out. 

An Ollie Kesterton goal was little 
consolation for Peacock as they

It's never plain sailing for Shrews

TEN trips and counting. That’s 
how long it’s been since Shrews¬ 
bury Town last won at Plainmoor, 
one of their unhappiest hunting 
grounds, way back in 1999. 

Last weekend’s latest taste of 
Devon disappointment may not 
have carried the same feeling of 
dejection as May’s play-off setback 
against the Gulls. 

And, unlike that miserable after¬ 
noon, at least Town have plenty of 
time to make amends in this com¬ 
pelling promotion race, however 
great the sense of frustration at a 
missed opportunity. 

Town knew victory would have 
lifted them up to third spot but, 
instead, they headed back up the M5 
having slipped a place to sixth, after 
allowing Torquay to leapfrog them 
in the pecking order. 

Given how tight it was between 
two well-matched teams and the 
lack of clear cut chances, at either 


end, a draw would probably have 
been the fairest outcome. 

As Shrewsbury midfielder Matt 
Richards noted: “We should at least 
have got a goalless draw.” 

But Town were punished for 
switching off from a corner midway 
through the second-half as Torquay, 
the division’s form team, took the 
chance to notch a sixth straight win. 

Otherwise, impressive goalkeeper 
Chris Neal got a hand to a corner, 
but when he went searching for the 
loose ball to the right of his six yard 
box, it was lifted back over his head 
for Taiwo Atieno’s soft header to 
somehow bobble in through a 
crowded goalmouth. 

Town boss Graham Turner 
lamented: “We should have cleared 
it and we had plenty of opportunity 
to do so. From our point of view, it’s 
a real messy goal and that makes it 
doubly disappointing.”" 

The expectation was that Town 


would pile on the pressure as they 
chased an equaliser but the reality 
was that, despite enjoying plenty of 
possession, they failed to ask any 
searching questions of the Torquay 
defence in the closing stages. 

Not once was home goalkeeper 
Bobby Olejnik seriously troubled, as 
the Gulls held out with few alarms. 

Frustration 

Turner had opted to change a win¬ 
ning team to adopt a new formation, 
with wingers Mark Wright and Jon 
Taylor both sacrificed owing to the 
narrowness of the Plainmoor pitch.

It may have helped make Town
